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BLACK MARKET EVILS 
There has been a surrelt of loose tnlk about 
the evils p( those black marKcts which have 
grown up" under rationing and price ceilings. 
Much of It has been on a highly moral plane, 
Intended to appeal to our better natures. 
iniasTalleci; at leflat partially, because the 
reasoning has gone over the heads of a peopli 
trained Irom Infancy to assume that what 
they want they can buy, provided they have 
the money— and that It Is nobody else's busl' 
ness what they choose to pay for It. 
; Also, the term "black market" has been 
used as an epithet without any generally un- 
derstood limitations. Stealthily slaughtered, 
uninspected, sometimes tubercular beef la 
"black market." So is beef or any other 
commodity In excess of ration limitations. 
A retailer who sells an article half-a-cent 
above the ceiling price, because he paid the 
full retail ceiling In order to got his own sup' 
ply. Is a "black marketer." 

All of these, things are Illegal, ethically 
wrong, and dangerous to the nation's welfare. 
They result In unfair distribution of Inade- 
T-^fluate-HupRllcs. They contribute to Inflation. 
V.^W^^hit'a off our chest. Why else should 
^^A^^^'to patronize the black market, aside 
''mra'ilfflBier to our health and that of the 
community? 

Because In so doing we' are sabotaging our 
sons, brothers, husbands and friends in the 
—armed-forces — not- In- any- -vogue, general, 
theoretical way, but directly and physically. 

When meat is slaughtered Illegally for the 
black market there are lost great quantities 
of strategic by-products which our men In 
the field need badly. 

These Include the raw materials for sutures, 
used In drawing together the edges of a 
wound; adrenalin, used to check hemorrhage 
and as a hypodermic Injection to chepk pres- 
auro and atlmulato the hoart; iniulan. neces- 
sary to diabetics; gelatin lor military photo- 
BUiphlc film; hides for leather; rendering 
fats, from vhlch glycerine for explosives 
could have been made; and tankage, fertilizer 
and bone meal needed to produce food crops 
for us, our allies and our fighting men. 

Every person who, by purchasing Illegally 
slaughtered meat, encourages this activity, 
contributes to sabotaging the war effort Just 
aa dlrectly-as though he helped to sink ahlps 
bringing Industrial raw materials, drugs and 
foodstuff from foreign ports. 



WAGE COMPARISONS 
The 'war labor board reports that It has so 
handled .wage Increases' that these have not 
appreciably affected the cost of living. 

The bulletin of the National Association of 
Purchasing Agents finds that average wages 
In all manufacturing industries rose from 
$23.1D In January. 1939, to 540,53 In January, 
1943. 

Specifically, In that period the average 
wage In the automobile Industry mounted 
from 531.69 to 553.85, or 17 per cent; In bitu- 
minous coal from 523.25 to 537.53, or 61 per 
cent; In textUes from $16.72 to $26.80, or 00 
per cent. 

CIvUlOQa ho longer buy the products of 
automobile plants, so this rise Is reflected 
only In taxes, present and future. Civilians 
buy little bituminous coal, but this is a cost 
factor In all manufactured articles. Civilians 
do buy textiles, and wages have much to do- 
-wlthccSt. . 

It .would bo Interesting to know how the 
WLB reached Its conclusion that It has kept 
wage raises from affecting materially the cost 
of living. '

For example: .picking beans looks 
easy. Any child can do It. A boy 
thought he could and went Into our 
garden and pulled up a hundred 
snd fifty, feet of beans In ten mln- 
■ 3, ruining a whole crop ot beans, 
u see he did not imderstand how 
pick beans. He caught hold of 
the beans by tho end or the middle, 
end pulled, and out came tho whole 
bean plant. If he had waited until 
he waa shown how to pick beans, 
this' would not have happened but 
he thought anybody could pick 
beans. 

A Trial to Farmers 
Another willing helper went Into 
the orchard to pick apples and with 
every. epple, he pulled the fruit spur, 
te knew nothing about how apples 
rew and What he was doing would 
g called murder In any orchard. 
Coring tor chickens Is a protea- 
tlon -that requires knowledge and 
skill and hard work. You cant 
walk Into a chlcken yard and com' 
mind, the hens to lay and Uil 
chicks to graw. You have to learn 
not lo amother chicks, how 
not to step on them, bow to feed 
and water Utem, and how to. keep 
the whole flock clean and healthy 
and you don't leam that' over-

What I ard- trying to teU these 
hopeful chUdrcn Is that they must 
stay at home , where thoy know 
what to do. or go to the farms. un- 
der tho supervision of older and 
experienced people, l^ezrmust be 
conscious ot the fact ulSt they, do 
Dot know about the work they are 
to do, and be willing to leam. And 
they biust appreciate the kindly ps- 
Uence and forebearanca of the tar- 
tnm who take them on, for they are 
sore trial to them.

Although ho is a provin- 
cial editor, Uils ft-hito-halred Hor- 
Greeley ts one of the meet pow- 
erful men In Sweden, and he Is 
feared by the govenunent. 

Tho noils hod a price on his head. 
For a long time he carried a gun, 
and he had two Great Danes which 
walked to the office with him. One 
or these died, whereupon a friend 
sent him a barrel-togged English 
bulldog. 

On the day Hitler came to power 
In 1B33, Mr. Gegerstedt wrote an 
editorial saying this meant war with 
the democracies. A telegram cemi 
the next day from Hermaim Goer, 
log, warning him ilot to make trou- 
ble. Mr. Segerstedt used the tele- 
gram as his text tor a second warn- 
ing that the nads could not In- 
timidate the. free press. .IIa_haa 
carried the fight to this day, when 
ho Is, bitterly crlUcal of Stockholm 
for permitting Qerman troops to 
travel through Sweden on their woy 
to and from Norway. 

At lunch Mr. Segerstedt told me 
that Germany was In no position to 
retallato on Sweden, and that Stock- 
holm could cancel the German troop 
trains without getting into War u 
the government fears. 

These trains go through Gothen- 
burg, one each way every day. I went 
to the ,rallroad tracks and saw one 
going south, loaded with troops be- 
ing taken from Norway back to Ger- 
many. The nazl soldiers were young 
and looked fll. They smiled and 
waved at anybody the; saw along 



tho tracks. The train oMislsleJ 
ao cars— four baggage cars, and IS 
packed with tro<^ 

OothenBurg authorities have been 
proteaUng that It la dangerous to 
have German ttoop trains moving 
through tho country. Originally the 
north - and - south - bound trains 
crossed during the night near Oolh- 
enburg, and the argument was made 
that It would be easy to unload the 
trains, with tlfth-coiumn help, and 
do the same thing that was done 
tiil Norway. Protests forced a change, 
ai)d the trains cross now at a dis- 
tant point. They are supposed to 
carry ao equlixnent, olthouch local 



authorities qufsUon whether there 
la a very sewre checkup on hand 
luges Be against smaller weapons. 

The Issue b hot politically, and 
feeling here Is strong. Tha quetUon 
has been repeatedly forced to tho 
ottcntlon ot the government, which 
is postponing octlbn. Neutral ob- 
'servers believe the government will 
hare to cancel these trains as icon 
as a major Incident occurs to pro- 
vide on excuse, 

Ihls troop traffic Is the main rea- 
son for Norwegian bittomesi to- 
ward the awedish government. De- 
ten den ot Uio government say It 
resisted Qerman demands. for troop 
passage until after Norway capitu- 
lated, when it sow no reason lor 
lurUier ntusal. since the traffic was 
only to permit the replacement of 
.existing troops snd not to increase 
the Qermsns' strength. In Norway, 

Edltoii Segeritedt's fight for the 
allied cause ond against cold-blood- 
ed neutrality coat him heavily in 
circulation and odvertlslns while 
tlio nails were winning. Stockhcim 
confiscated one edition of hla paper 
which protested imil atrocities in 
Norway. Mow the tide has swung his 
way. Circulation ond advertising ore 
bigger than ever.

Yet to be traversed Is tho mls- 
leadlngly-ndmed "Little Canyon,' 
where Uie atream posses through 
preclpltOM and high canyon walls 
and the woler bolU through the 
narrow cnaniitl over the concealed 
boulders and rapids. 

End ot Journey Unknown 
. Drive Poreman Sam Protfltt 
doesn't know Just how soon tho 
drivers" work will bo over. "I' tbo 
river continues high U wont take 
long to rear the drive down to "■- 
Lewlston mill," he said, however. 

He explains that the drive was 
laved o month this year because the 
Islrcam was too high earlier for 
crews to handled the big wajinlgans.

A rising stream tends to keep 
logs In the center ot the channel 
and to roll In the wing Jams that 
form along the edge of Uie stream, 
while a falling atream acts In tho 
opposite way.
